My R-388's PTO has the typical "end point" problem of spanning 
only 989 kc instead of 1000 kc with ten turns of the tuning knob. 
I've got the old Ham Radio article from another listmember that 
explains how to take off 1 or 2 turns from the PTO adjustment coil to 
expand the tuning range back to 1000 kc. 


What I'm wondering is, has this mod already been done to my PTO? I've 
removed it from the receiver and taken off the cover and see there 
are approx. 4 turns on the adjustment coil. See picture at

I've always wanted a SW-3. The receiver is a basic three tube design 
with a RF amplifier, regenerative detector and audio output stages. 
Yet the design was executed with such attention to detail and with 
such high quality components that it is one of the classic receivers 
of its era. I have finally acquired one. 


I'd look forward to hearing from other SW-3 owners to swap 
impressions, tips and tricks for this classic. 


Here are some pictures and a first impression of the performance of 
my newly acquired SW-3: 


o The SW-3 front panel with Western Electric Model 509 "headcrusher" 
‘phones resting atop and a pair of coils for 12 - 21Mc to the right:

o The interior of the SW-3 showing bandspread coils for 80m 
installed.

o The power supply setup showing a Heathkit power supply providing 
135V high B+ and 6.3V AC for the filaments. The 65V low B+ is 
provided by a bank of 9V batteries.

The receiver is a Model I, Version 2 or a Model II depending on which 
citation you believe. There were apparently a lot of variations even 
within versions. It uses type 36 tubes for the RF stage and detector 
and a type 37 for audio output. 


First impressions: Even though the 36 and 37 tubes in the set have 
cathodes they seem to prefer DC. There is a slight background hum 
with AC on the filaments but this is completely masked by band noise 
when using the 80m coils. The SW-3 is remarkably stable both as to 
frequency and regeneration. The only signal I could copy during the 
day on 80m was a RTTY signal. I could notice no drift by ear over a 
period of a couple of minutes. The regeneration and RF peaking 
controls are almost set-and-forget with readjustment required only 


when tuning from one end of the frequency range to the other. 
Michrophonics are low, requiring a thump on the case before they 
become apparent. Receiver tuning by hand capacity effect is zero.

Hi Gang, 


Many thanks to all who offered advice and tips on the old Stromberg-Carlson 
wood three-band radio I'd been working on. I've now finished the project 
and am listening to an AM station on 40 meters with it as I type this. I 
found a diagram on the web, but the resolution was so low I couldn't make 
much out of it. Finally, I looked in my Sam's "Post War Communications 
Receiver Manual" and found some old Hallicrafters radios that were close 
enough in their design for me to figure out the S-C circuit. Amazing how 
standardized all these early designs were. 


The repairs were harder than I expected, thanks to a heavy-handed previous 
owner, who had really messed up the insides. Also I couldn't read most of 
the color codes on the resistors, several of which were burned or broken. I 
ended up replacing three resistors, all the caps, power cord, the volume 
control/on-off switch (wow, are those getting hard to find. I only had one 
in my junk box, but fortunately it was size I needed.) a bad 6F6 and 6A3, 
and all three pilot lights. THen an easy alignment, and general clean up 
and it was done. Don't know what I'll do with it now. Like I really need 
another radio. 


Oh, I forgot to mention that the 6U5 eye tube was bad. I checked out their 
prices and decided they cost about the same as the radio. I may use a 1626 
as a sub, though I'd have to rewire the filaments and change the socket. 


In any case, I'm really appreciative to the pros on the List who came to my 
aid.

I have decided to sell my Globe King 500A. After sitting here for 2+ years 
unused, I don't think I'll get around to restoring it. 


It had been sitting for 10+ years before I purchased it. It is all there, 
but has not been restored. 


The cabinet has some surface rust, mostly on one side, which I don't 
consider very bad. A perfectionist would repaint the cabinet - I wouldn't, 
I'd just clean up the rust so it's not as noticeable. 


The front panels, transmitter and modulator, are pretty good with some 
minor wear, some small scratches, and paint missing under where the panels 
screws mount into the cabinet. The power supply has some large scratches 
which have some rust where the paint is removed. This panel will need some 
touch up paint. 


The knobs all match, but are not WRL knobs, at least I don't think so. 


The high voltage rectifier tubes have been removed, and Diodes added under 
the chassis. I have the filament transformer (I think.)
